A-., advocate of cooked food for animals 


says, The world will nover quite get rid of 
its old fogies— those who want to be natu- 
ral, but have never studied nature. 
When 


fodder shall bo cooked so 03 to be softer and 
more succulent than grass, which nature has 


fiirniKuecl for the animal, i'non it will do to 
inquire whether nature is not violated in 
cooking food for cattle. 
Nature furnishes 


griis-i. not dried fodder. 
The dried fodder 


is nun's work of preserving food while grass ^ 
doc-s not grow, and if ho cook) this soft and 
succulent in imitation of grass, does ho run 
a tilt with nature or is he imitating her '! 


A fanner always looks forward to the iiew 


grou lu of grass in tho Spring ai affording 
un opportunity for his cattle to improve iu 
condition and health, and when he cooks 
ihinoughly his Winter food his cattle ara 
simply kept upon grass the year round. We 
have kept the same cows upon cooked food 
for fifteen Winters, aad found them vigoc- 
ous at nineteen and twenty yeara old. 


Here is what Professor Wilkinson of Bol 


tiinore, Md., snys iu relation to cooked food 
for cuttle : "I 
conducted an agricultural 


school and c*cpcrimontal farm for eight years 
and experimented with feeding cooked and 
uncooked food of every description used for 
cows, horse:-., swine, working and fattening 
callle and poultry, and carefully noted the 
result, which was in all cases very remuner- 
ative : so much sci, Unit even with the de- 
fective, inconvenient and cipeusive appara- 
tus used-for want of liolter-in steaming, 
manipulating and feeding, I found there was 
an average profit of fully twenty five per 
c;-ut : that is, in feeding the variety of ani- 
mals mimed : but ill feeding milch cows iu 
cold weather with warmed, steamed food of 
every description, there was a protit of over 
thirtv per cent, when tbo animals were kept 
ot proper temperature, and fed with proper 
proportions of nutritious fooil,"

practice among our ordinary farmers.
